Is that of alternate hard and soft 
rocks, and when this occurs in any 
sutliciently steep b ank, hill or moun­ 
tain. there will always b e the risk of

landslide, 
especially 
after heavy 
rains, which soak into the softer lay­ 
ers and make them loose and slip­ 
pery. 
Landslides may b e divided into two 
classes—natural 
and 
artificial.

•f insect foragers.

ntent, clear the territory over which 
they move of many harmful weeds and 
grasses. 
The insects crossed the Mex­ 
ican b order some months ago and in­ 
vaded southern California In great 
hordes.
